ing the shell ot the tooth into a sound and durable appendage. We 
learn aleo that the composition, not requiring that peouliar pressure 
for filling a decayed oavity, the nerves of the surrennding parte ere 
not rendered painful, and hence the office of mastication is per- 
formed with the eame facility and freedom from pain as if the tooth 
bed never been decayed or injared. The remarks on the ation 
of the teeth, their diseases, &a, are valuable, and would be found 
interesting to all.
